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L: What about future plans? 

A: This is our first show out of Va. We play July 2 with Black 
Market Baby. There are lots of bands we wanna play with. 

(Talk of making money and hypocrisy. ) 

J: I can't see anybody putting their best effort into anything 
and losing money. You've got to gain a bit. But don't pretend to 
be something you're not. 

R: It takes money to do anything. 

A: We want lots 6f money -ourselves. 

L: I gave Gayle (Pier) your number. 

J: Mike (White Cross) called me Thursday and said we were playing.
